Relief to Make Haste* 


W ashington, 
Aug. I, — Tho official 
Confirmation of tho new s that Minister 
Conger is safe aud w ell, coupled w ith 
tile statem ent that ho has provisions for 
several weeks and that the firiug on the 
legation lias ceased, w as welcom e intel* 
Ii fan ce, though not unexpected iii view 
of recent news. 
It is expected now that 
tile energies of the governm ent as well as 
those of other nations w ill be concen­ 
trated for an advance on Pekin. Several 
of the latest reports w hich have corno 
from China seem to indicate that this 
w ill occur in a day or two. 
The offi­ 
cials here, however, do not look for so 
early an advance if the allied com m an­ 
ders adhere to their original estim ate of 
60,000 men as necessary for tho com- 
paign, as the latest reports received here 
do not show half that irnmbor on the 
ground. 
Still another rojiort indicating 
the possibility of tile advance tieing 
mado bv tho 
British and 
American 
armies have come and onr officers in 
China have a free hand in any m ilitary 
m ovement. 
Tho proportion of men of tho N inth 
infantry, reported by Colonel Dagegtt as 
sick is considered an alarm ing and un­ 
fortunate feature of the situation. Offi­ 
cials are unable to account for it. but 
agree that it may delay im m ediate move­ 
ment f orward. 
The delays in unloading tho trans­ 
ports also are discouraging and vexa­ 
tions. 
Surgeon General Sternberg al­ 
ready had given public! notice that 1(X> 
contract surgeon, are wanted for service 
iii the east, but it w ill bo some time be­ 
fore they eau be got ready for active 
work.

W ashington, Aug. I.—There is little 
that the U nited States eau do in th* 
way of aiding the Italian government 
in prosecuting thoso engaged in the con­ 
spiracy w hich resulted in the assassina­ 
tion of K ing Humbert if it should be 
proved that the conspiracy was entered 
into iii America. 
Officials of the state department and 
the departm ent of justice say that all 
the extradition treaties between 
the 
U nited States and other countries pro­ 
vide that persons charged w ith political 
crim es shall not be surrendered 
foi 
trial. 
As a general rule 
of 
interna­ 
tional law the killing of a ruler or an at­ 
tempt against the life of a rular is a pol 
itical crime 
There is no such provision 
in the treaty between the United States 
and Italy. 
It would, therefore, be impossible ti 
grant a demand from the governm ent ol 
Italy for the extradition of any person 
iii the U nited States w ho may have con 
spired w ith the murderer of King Hum 
bort. 
It would also be impossible foi 
such persons to lie punished under Fed 
elal or state law s for conspiring to com 
lait a political crime in a foreign coun­ 
try.
